WE WATCH the 

windmill turn and 

see the results of 

what is done by 

the power of the 

wind. But who can 

see the wind? Re- 

gardless of its high 

velocities and its 

violent impact, as 1) 

demonstrated by 

major hurricanes 

and tornadoes, the wind itself remains unseen. It is 

by the results that follow in its path that we deter- 

mine its presence and are able to estimate its power. 
It is quite understandable, therefore, that Jesus 

Christ compared the coming of the Holy Spirit to 

the wind when He said: “The wind bloweth where it 

listeth, and thou hearest the sound thereof, but 

canst not tell whence it cometh, and whither it goeth: 

so is every one that is born of the Spirit” (John 3: 8). 

Smith and Goodspeed translate this last clause: “That 

is the way with everyone who owes his birth to the 

Spirit.” Wrapped up in this statement by Jesus is the 

mystery of the “new birth.” 


When the Holy Spirit enters into the heart of 


the believer, the evidence of His presence lies in the 
work the Spirit accomplishes through that person. 
The coming of the Holy Spirit is unheralded and un- 
seen, but His indwelling is made manifest first by the 
suppression of carnal desires as the recipient awakens 
to spiritual values. Under the influence and teaching 
of the Holy Spirit, Paul declared the works of the flesh 
will give way to the fruit of the Spirit: “But the fruit 
of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, meekness, temperance: against 
such there is no law’ (Gal. 5: 22-23). 

In this way Paul lists the attributes of Christian 


character which are a demonstration before men of 


what Jesus told Nicodemus would be the new birth 
(John 3: 7). All of these traits of character which 
Paul mentions are latent in every individual. But it 
is not until there is a purification of the mind, heart 
and soul through repentance and the new birth that 
the Holy Spirit can empower the Christian to show 
forth in his life and actions the fruit of the Spirit in a 
manner that will testify to the efhcacy of genuine 
Christian virtues. Thus, the human being, when born 
of the Spirit, enjoys His constant indwelling com- 
panionship. In cooperation with the Holy Spirit the 
Christian is enabled to accomplish great tasks for 
which he previously had neither the inclination 


nor the aptitu-ie.

They are as conscious of this as they are of the pres- 

ence of the wind in the physical world, even though 
both the Spirit and the wind remain invisible. 

Sound, which is made up of vibrations, is com- 
pletely inaudible unless there is an ear, either hu- 
man or mechanical, to receive or record its vibratory 
waves and give them a voice so that they may be 
heard. So it is with the Holy Spirit, whose works 
cannot be made manifest unless there are recipients 
through whom those works can be given expression. 
Furthermore, without the presence in the world of 
Spirit-filled men and women, the Holy Spirit would be 
unable to convict the unregenerated of their unright- 
eousness. God calls men to be filled with His Spirit and 
bear witness to the ungodly. Without their will- 
ingness to become the agency of the Holy Spirit to 
fulfill the Divine will, God’s purpose to save men 
from destruction would be frustrated. 

That the impact of the Holy Spirit upon the 
hearts and minds of consecrated Christians gen- 
erates tremendous spiritual power within them is 
quite clear from a study of the history of the martyrs. 
It was through the power of the Spirit that they 
dared to face kings and magistrates and bear testi- 
mony to the truth. They were completely unafraid 


as they delivered their scathing denunciations of 


the evil works of those to whom they spoke. Un- 
flinchingly, many of them went to violent deaths. 
some being drawn and quartered and others burned 
at the stake. 

The same indwelling Spirit who has convinced men 
and women of the righteousness of their cause today 
will enable them to stand against all opposition and 
bear testimony to the truth. As the wind, which is in- 
visible to the human eye, fulfills its purpose, so, too, 
the Holy Spirit will accomplish His mission to convict 
the ungodly and bring comfort to the righteous.

“Design a la Korea.» It 1s piricutr to reconcile 
the swift moves of the White 
House to obtain Congressional approval for the protection 
of Formosa with the lack of forthright action on the part 
of the Executive to secure the immediate release of Ameri- 
can prisoners of war still held behind the bamboo curtain 
in defiance of every rule of war and in violation of the 
Korean truce terms. Important as the holding of Formosa 
may be in the defense of the Pacific from future Red ag- 
gression, surely the unjust retention of American armed 
force personnel by Red China calls for equally straight- 
forward action. 
In defending the policy of “no retaliation against the 
Chinese Reds for failure to release our men,”’ the President 
said: 


“We must not fall into the Communist trap and, through im- 
petuous words or deeds, endanger the lives of those imprisoned 
airmen who wear the uniform of our country.” 


Yet, in spite of these words, the President was willing to 
antagonize Red China by urging Congress to pass a resolu- 
tion for the defense of Formosa and to use force if necessary. 
It just does not make sense. Meantime, our servicemen 
languish in filthy Chinese prisons and are denied the vigor- 
ous action in their behalf by their government that could 
bring about their early release. 

But perhaps the most disquieting feature in the over-all 
program for the Far East is the definite curtailment of any 
future action by Chiang Kai-shek to liberate the Chinese 
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people from Communist rule. After all, we must not forget 
that the purpose behind events leading to the Korean war 
was the giving of all Asia to the Communists. Is that plan 
now being furthered by the withdrawal of the National- 
ist Chinese forces from island outposts off the China main- 
land? That withdrawal will also lead to the ultimate 
drying up of information the Chinese Nationalists have 
been able to secure from behind the iron curtain. 

Is the American navy being used to assist the Red Chi- 
nese government by removing a definite threat to their 
security and eliminate their fear of invasion by Chiang 
Kai-shek’s forces? It is a known fact from intelligence 
sources that if the Chinese Nationalists were to establish a 
real bridgehead on the mainland of China, a major revolt 
would sweep throughout China, led by wholesale deser- 
tions of Chinese to the Nationalist forces, and the Red 
regime would be destroyed. Is the plan to evacuate the 
Nationalists from the islands near the mainland for the 
purpose of forestalling such a possibility in the interests 
of preserving the Red Chinese hold on millions of Chinese 
people? Fantastic? Not at all in the light of the events that 
preceded the Korean war and the later sellout of that coun- 
try by the deliberate losing of that Far Eastern war. 

The following paragraphs were a part of the address 
given by General Douglas MacArthur in Los Angeles on 
January 26, 1955: 


“Strategically, the problem there [in the Far East] has devel- 
oped along classical lines — the familiar case of a concentrated 
enemy in a central position deployed against scattered allies. Red 
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China, inherently weak in industrial output for modern war but 
strong in manpower, engaged on three fronts — Korea, Indo- 
china and in civil war with Nationalist China. Fighting on all 
three simultaneously meant defeat, but individually the chances 
were excellent. The hope for victory depended on getting a 
cease-fire on some fronts so that the full potential of its limited 
military might could be thrown against the remaining one or 
ones. That is what has happened and is happening. First was the 
cessation of the civil war action by the isolation in the Formosa 
area, which practically immobilized Nationalist China, one of the 
allies. Red China then concentrated against Korea and Indo- 
china. But even the double front was too much for its strained 
resources, so a cease-fire was obtained in Korea. This immobil- 
ized the so-called United Nations forces and the South Koreans 
and left Red China free to concentrate on the third front — 
Indochina and the French. 

**Successful there, the Reds now turn back to the old first front, 
located in Formosa. As Napoleon Bonaparte once said: ‘Give me 
allies as an enemy so that I can defeat them one by one.’ 

“‘Militarily the situation demonstrates the inherent weakness 
of the theory of collective security — the chain is no stronger 
than its weakest link, and what is even more vital — its full 
power can only be utilized when all links are brought simultane- 
ously into action. The diverse interests of allies always tend to- 
ward separation rather than unity.” 


This appraisal of the Far Eastern situation will prove to 
be correct. General MacArthur’s keen insight into the 
strategy and tactics of the enemy, due to his excellent 
military background and long years of direct association 
with that area of the world, remains unimpaired, even 
though the actions of little men have made it impossible to 
make use of his superior knowledge. 





“Pawns in IN THE GAME of chess the pawns are 
Power Politics expendable. Are the inhabitants of 

the territory claimed by the con- 
testants in war equally expendable? Apparently the wel- 
fare, happiness and peace of the people dwelling on 
Formosa and the adjoining islands are a matter of little 
consideration in the game of power politics now going on 
in that area. Indo-China is also a case in point, with 
millions of helpless individuals wantonly condemned to 
the tyranny of Communist rule. 

It is high time for our national leaders and statesmen to 
awaken to the Divine responsibility that is theirs and begin 
to pattern their course of action according to the interests 
of the people directly involved, even though it may involve 
us in war with evil aggressors. Little has been said or writ- 
ten about those who would find their lives, homes and 
fortunes at the mercy of the Red rulers of China if the oppo- 
sition to the Communist seizure of Formosa were with- 
drawn. Jesus Christ laid down the Christian rule of pro- 
cedure when He said: 


“‘Whatsoever ye would that men should do to you, do ye even 
so to them.” (Matt. 7: 12.) 


Can one for a moment visualize the Laborite, who in 
Parliament recently demanded that Formosa be turned 
over to Chou En-lai, advocating such a step if he himself, 
his family, his home and all his possessions were to be given 
into the custody of the tyrants in Peiping? He most cer- 
tainly would not. The Americans who fail to deplore such 
a step would be as quick to protest under similar circum- 
stances. Actually both would be howling to high heaven 
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at the very suggestion if they were to be abandoned, along 
with all that they hold dear, to the injustice of Com- 
munist regimentation and control. 

The very fact that God has protected the Anglo-Saxon 
peoples from this kind of tyranny has in itself placed a great 
responsibility in our hands to see to it that others are 
delivered from such enslavement. We are our brother’s 
keeper and a solemn duty has been imposed upon the 
Anglo-Saxon world to set the prisoners free, liberate the 
slaves and establish equity and peace insofar as it lies 
within our power to do so. To do otherwise makes us 
morally responsible for subjecting helpless people to con- 
ditions many times worse than death. 





Meet the New Wuart nas happened to the spirit 
UN-« American. of America which in the past 

would not have permitted our 
founding fathers to rest day or night so long as men in the 
American armed forces were unjustly held as prisoners of 
war? Are we witnessing such a state of spiritual decadency 
in our nation that an enemy can violate every law of de- 
cency and justice and not even cause a ripple of indigna- 
tion to disturb the complacency of the citizenry? Has the 
alien doctrine of the “One Worlders,” so persistently 
preached by those who desire to destroy true patriotism, 
accomplished its purpose so that Americans have become 
ashamed to think and act in the interests of their own land 
and for the protection of their nationals? 

A Destiny reader has called attention to the following 
vivid contrast between what our nation would have done 
in the past and what it is doing today under a leadership 
that fears to act in a forthright manner even though our 
cause is just and right. 

Good old American way: 

Demand and secure the release of prisoners by any 
means necessary, be it diplomatic, economic or military. 
Warn other nations to refrain from interference with this 
objective and advise their governments what we shall 
expect from them. 

New UN-American way: 

Disown responsibility to protect our own by declaring 
that the United Nations, not the United States, should do 
something. Open the door to enemy demands and prepare 
to make concessions in a program of appeasement. Con- 
fuse the problem by talking about who should attend 
“Open House” for prisoners’ relatives. Smear as “‘war- 
mongers” anyone who advocates methods to secure the 
actual release of the prisoners. Deceitfully offer to help 
evacuate large groups of anti-Communist outposts, actu- 
ally using our forces to force the retreat of an ally to an 
undefendable position. 

When a people find it possible to put aside all thought 
of those who have fought to preserve their freedom, and 
will countenance the illegal retention as prisoners of war 
of members of the armed forces dedicated to protect them, 
they are writing their own epitaph on a grave stone that 
will mark the demise of a once great people. Furthermore, 
when the citizens of a nation no longer feel the stir of the 
true spirit of patriotism within them, causing them to rise 
en masse in defense of their own, they will soon lose the 
freedom they value so lightly in respect to others. The 
very spirit of indifference that enables them to so easily 
abandon the men sent into battle to defend their country 
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will prevent them from retaining for long the very liberty 
for which their armed forces must fight and die or be 
imprisoned and be subjected to a fate worse than death. 

Ancient Carthage, the Roman Empire and other great 
cities and empires of the past went down the road to final 
oblivion when they failed in this respect. The United 
States of America will be no exception unless its citizens 
are aroused at once and become willing to pay the price 
exacted from them to retain the independence and liberty 
for which our forefathers were willing to die.

Since Mr. Nicklin wrote his letter, the UN has invited 
Red China to discuss a Formosa truce. The date was 
January 31, 1955, which, as shown above, was 40 times 
120 days, a warning signal from the date the United States 
became fully involved in World War II. This date is also 
14 x 120 days after the beginning of the Korean War 
on June 25-27, 1950. 

It was 40 times 120 days after Pearl Harbor that the 
United States Senate overwhelmingly passed by a 85 to 3 
vote the resolution authorizing President Eisenhower to 
defend Formosa and related areas. This was on January 
28, 1955. 

We must now await the verdict of time to reveal the 
event or events which will mark the importance of 
August 22, 1955. That it indicates an important milepost 
in the intensification of judgment is quite clear from the 
fact that it is the end of the first 420 days from the be- 
ginning of the 1260-day period that commenced on 
June 28, 1954 (see “Deliverance Through Trouble,” 
Destiny for September 1954, pp. 301-306). Certainly 
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there has been a very noticeable acceleration in confusion 
and trouble during this first 420-day period, clearly 
indicating the inevitable trend toward the ultimate climax 
of judgment. 





Guided _ Missiles MopERN WARFARE has ceased to 

follow the pattern of the military 
science of former days. It is no longer confined to front- 
line action on battlefields remote from centers of living. 
The populace no longer hurries to downtown streets to 
watch soldiers parade in battle array in colorful uniforms 
as they march away from their homes and villages to dis- 
tant climes to join “the glittering front of war.” 

The bombing, strafing airplane changed all this and 
civilians, as well as the soldiers in all sectors of battle, now 
come under direct attack. To this has been added the 
guided missile, making it even more precarious for civilian 
populations in a time of armed conflict. The entire terri- 
tory of a nation at war becomes the front line and all of its 
citizens, including its men and women of all ages, and its 
children, are immediately involved. 

From Washington D. C. comes a report that inter- 
continental guided missiles with atomic warheads are 
being developed. These will travel at speeds of 9,000 miles 
an hour to strike targets 5,000 miles away with an accuracy 
that will place them within a ten-mile radius of a given 
target. 

It is difficult to visualize the havoc that an attack in an 
undeclared war would wreak upon a nation that suddenly 
found guided missiles equipped with atomic warheads 
raining down destruction from above upon its cities and 
towns. The panic that would seize the people, plus the 
ruin that would follow, could bring about complete defeat 
before the first move to retaliate could be made. Such 
wholesale demolition on a nation-wide scale might end an 
undeclared war at its very inception. An attack of this 
kind is now possible through the stockpiling of guided 
missiles of which no major nation will have a monopoly. 

It is quite understandable that the prophets of the Lord, 
looking forward to this day, continually referred to the 
terribleness of the events to transpire during the final 
conflict of the ages. They call this period the Great and 
Terrible Day of the Lord. Without the intervention of 
God in behalf of His people, Jesus declared no flesh would 
be saved (Matt. 24: 22). But since we do have His promise 
that He will move out of His place before the complete 
annihilation of the human race can occur, we may be 
assured, as the day of disaster approaches, that the time 
of Divine intervention is also drawing near to bring de- 
liverance to His people; that is, those who, in faith, are 
fully trusting Him. 





As the “Day ALL NATURE is astir and even the 
cAppro aches weather, which formerly was little 

more than a topic of idle conversation, 
has become a serious subject of research because of the 
many abnormal changes taking place on a world-wide 
scale. Few have realized in the past how much their con- 
tinued prosperity has been decided by the weather. Even 
industries and many business enterprises seemingly re- 
mote from weather influences are finding how dependent 
they are on the continuation of normal weather patterns. 
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Men are now being compelled to take note of the fact 
that the abnormal in weather is becoming the normal and 
they must reckon with the long-term effect all this is 
having upon every phase of life upon this globe. 

In a new book just off the press entitled Warmer Weather! * 
Mr. William J. Baxter, the author, shows that there is a 
general northern movement, not only of fish and animal 
life, but of vegetable and plant life as well. He points out 
that water shortages will continue to increase in areas 
never before lacking in an abundance of this necessity of 
life, causing marked changes in those regions. 

While prophetic students recognize that the “‘Dispensa- 
tion of the Fulness of Times” (Eph. 1: 10) is upon us in 
accordance with the utterances of the prophets of the Lord, 
it has not been so readily apparent that all nature is today 
giving mute testimony that the old order is passing. The 
world-wide climatic upheavals enhance the significance 
of the words of Paul who speaks of all creation — which 
would include all the forces of nature —-as groaning and 
travailing in pain, waiting for the manifestation of the 
sons of God (Rom. 8: 19-23). 

Are the titanic weather changes taking place a major 
signal that nature is in travail and that the time is at hand 
when the sons of God are going to be revealed? If so, then 
much more is involved than the economic effects Mr. 
Baxter sees so clearly as the result of what is now hap- 


pening.

time the “‘daffy-dilly days.’ This year, however, the 

“silly season’”’ seems to have been with us since January 
last, when two heady concoctions were offered for the 
consumption of the public, both of which were calculated 
to confuse the faith of simple minds. 

One of these incidents was the publication of a book by 
Richard Aldington, aimed at debunking the legend of 
T. E. Lawrence (of Arabia). The other was the B.B.C.’s 
triple broadcast by a woman psychologist, in which, znter 
alia, she said that the Bible should be treated and taught as 
legend since the majority of people “‘no longer think there ts 
really a God, any more than there is really a Santa Claus.” 

Although these two events are cited together for the 
purpose of this report, they had no direct connection. The 
fact, however, that they were isolated incidents, yet 
occurred at the same time, confirms that they are signs of 
the times. Indeed, they indicate a definite trend which is 
dangerous since it represents the latest subtle form of 
“smear” campaign. That the contents of contention in 
both instances was silly does not alter the fact that in essence 
the effect of both attacks was subversive, forming, as they 
did, part of a softening-up process in the psychological 
warfare due to reach its climax shortly in the days which lie 
immediately ahead. 

The presumption of an author, who acts on the assump- 
tion that he can assess the merit of a man he never met 
better than those who knew him, is arrogant in its pre- 
tensions, especially when the caliber of those who were 
Lawrence’s contemporaries (Sir Winston Churchill, Lord 
Vansittart, Sir Ronald Storrs, among others) is considered. 
But the real point at issue is that, if the trend to which we 
have referred gets out of hand, there will soon be no one, 
however exalted their position in life, whose name and 
reputation will be free from assault.

But it is none the less seductive to simple minds, 
more especially since we live in times when the foolish 
legend that everyone’s opinion is of equal value is sedulously 
disseminated with such persuasive persistence, despite the 
fact that anyone with discrimination knows quite well that 
there is no truth in this assertion. 

The latest version of this type of whispering campaign is 
the expression: “Oh! I don’t know; nobody knows.’ This is 
designed to reduce all discussion to the dead level of a 
stalemate. For which torpidity of mind we recommend as 
remedy the blunt robustness of the Apocrypha: “The 
belly devoureth all meats, yet is one meat better than another. As the 
palate tasteth divers kinds of venison: so doth an heart of under- 
Standing false speeches’? (Ecclesiasticus 36: 18-19). To cul- 
tivate the faculty of keen discrimination is a necessity in 
these days of false and lying propaganda. 

Moreover, if we wish to express an authoritative opinion 
on any matter, we should first acquire the qualifications 
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which entitle us to expatiate on that subject. As usual, the 
Scriptures may be depended upon to pronounce their 
verdict with unerring penetration and they do so in no 
uncertain terms in this connection when they maintain: 
** But the natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God: 
for they are foolishness unto him: neither can he know them, 
because they are spiritually discerned” (I Cor. 2: 14). How true 
that is! And incidentally, the truth of this passage indicates 
quite clearly where all atheists (if one may use a colloquial 
expression) “‘get off the bus.” The point is that spiritual 
discernment is a faculty which needs to be both possessed 
and cultivated before one can begin to presume to pass a 
valid opinion on spiritual things. 

Too often it is assumed that spiritual truth is something 
which can be mastered or acquired in the same way that a 
materialist may pick up and peruse a textbook on “‘How to 
drive an automobile’? or ‘‘How to learn to play the piano in six 
easy lessons’’; whereas the knowledge of God is not absorbed 
in this way. 

All these occurrences represent part of the opening 
phases in the coming conflict between the Forces of 
Darkness and the Forces of Light. In this battle there will 
be no neutrals; each one of us will have to take sides. 
Esdras, in his vision, gives a penetrating insight into the 
confused psychology of the godless forces when he shows 
that, although they know full well that they are fighting 
against God, they are “‘sore afraid, and yet durst fight” (II 
Esdras 13: 8). 


Religion in the Center 


It was Solomon who said: “ The path of the Wise leads up 
to life, who turn from it, slope to the grave” (Prov. 15: 24, 
Ferrar Fenton Version). Incidentally, this passage represents 
an ideographical glyph of Great Pyramid symbolism, 
insofar as its main passage-system is concerned. So, in 
counterbalance to the downward trends accompanying the 
dissolution of the materialistic outlook of mankind in the 
world, we are not without correspondingly outstanding 
signs of spiritual awakening. 

Thus, Professor Arnold Toynbee, rightly acclaimed as 
one of the outstanding intellects of our age, comes out as a 
stalwart champion of religion in his latest and concluding 
volumes of his great work. Claiming that “‘only a revival of 
religion can save the West,”’ this eminent historian declares: 


“It is more than twenty-four years since I started writing this 
book and more than thirty-four since I made my first unsuccessful 
shot. Naturally my point of view has not remained unchanged 
during a period that amounts to a large slice of an average life- 
time. As I have gone on, Religion has come to take a more and more 
prominent place, till in the end, it stands in the center of the picture. 

“A departure from Religion, followed by a return to it, is, I 
believe, a fairly common experience in the West in our time. I 
have come back to a belief that Religion holds the key to the 
mystery of existence. If Mankind is to find a happy issue out of an 
impending affliction, the only thing that can save it is a change of 
heart — a fresh religious revolution.” 


Commenting upon Professor Toynbee’s immense 
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achievement in completing his Study in History, the Editor 
of The Listener avers: 


“Dr. Toynbee has examined the history of the twenty-one 
civilizations, including our own, together with that of others that 
were ‘arrested.’ He detects a rhythm or pattern in these civiliza- 
tions and finds an organic analogy of growth, fulfillment and 
decay. Will our own Western Civilization now soon die and the 
world relapse into another ‘time of troubles’? It must be admitted 
that all, or almost all, the symptoms which he detects in other 
civilizations in their decline may be found today. Certainly, it 
would be hard to maintain that in our present epoch, enjoying 
apparent ephemeral prosperity, haunted by the fear of war, and 
shot through with the practices of materialism, the prospects are 
alluring. 

“What are Dr. Toynbee’s conclusions about the future of 
civilization? It would be wrong to say he is entirely without hope. 
In his description of Western society he lays emphasis upon the 
part that has been played by Christianity, in spite of the attacks 
of philosophers; he sees the Christian element as both ubiquitous 
and protean. 

‘There is always the possibility too that after the genocide that 
could be obtained by the hydrogen bomb, a higher form or 
species of society might arise.” 


God’s Covenant of Peace 


While those who lack the reassurance that the more sure 
word of prophecy alone can give may worry over the stark 
possibilities of world suicide, students of the Bible see, in 
the predicted separation of the tares from the wheat, an 
effective alternative, as a means of preparation for the 
inauguration of a new and better age in which evil will be 
quenched and righteousness will flourish. Dr. Toynbee 
struggles to find words adequate for his purpose as he 
strives to describe what he foresees, when he hints at “‘man’s 
mysterious ascent on the wings of material catastrophe.” It is 
certainly significant, from the prophetic standpoint, that 
today so many shrewd observers of world affairs now share 
the view of Bible students, that an unprecedented time of 
trouble is indeed inevitable. 

After rejecting in turn all worldly and Utopian solutions 
alike, it is not surprising to find the Editor of The Listener 
concluding his purview with the half-reluctant asservation: 
‘Maybe religion ts the stronger hope.” 

Fortunately the Scriptures provide us with firmer 
grounds for hope than the merely speculative opinion of 
semi-optimistic affirmations. Thus the Scriptures proclaim, 
as part of the message addressed to Israel in the Isles: ‘‘For 
this is as the waters of Noah unto me: for as I have sworn that the 
waters of Noah should no more go over the earth; so have I sworn 
that I would not be wroth with thee, nor rebuke thee. For the 
mountains shall depart, and the hills be removed; but my kindness 
Shall not depart from thee, neither shall the covenant of my peace be 
removed, saith the Lord that hath mercy on thee” (Isa. 54: 9-10). 
The power of national and racial redemption is a mar- 
vellous thing, once we know about it and comprehend the 
vastness of its implications. 

If these wondrous truths of the prophetic Scriptures were 
more widely known and acknowledged, they would 
speedily fan into a flame the fulfillment of the fervent 
aspirations of those who, like another Editor, recently 
averred: “‘ This century, despite its present trend, may none the less 
go down in history as a century when Biblical hope burned brightly 
in many who knew well enough the frustrations of the times.” 
Moreover, this spokesman spoke better than he knew when 
he continued: 
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“This hope is no product of education or civilization, no 
‘child’ of observation that things are going well. Linked as it is 
with the Bible revelation of God’s sovereignty, it is an heroic 
virtue, which is tested always and sometimes born in the pangs of 
fiery trial. 

“Its adherents have never been more than a minority in avowedly 
Christian communities, but their impact upon the tone of human life has 
oftimes been great, correcting alike the arrogance of optimism and the 
blackness of despair.” 


War to be Banished 


Meanwhile, in a review of Toynbee’s volumes, Roger 
Lloyd brings out the full emphasis of a dominating factor, 
when he exclaims: 

“We must banish war or perish. In the past the great merit of 
universal states like the Roman Empire has been that, while they 
lasted, the scourge of war was contained. But as Professor Toynbee 
surveys the various political societies which have achieved some 
measure of universality, he demonstrates that they arise after the 
breakdown of civilizations; that they think themselves immortal 
but are not and that they in turn break down and die through 
evils native to themselves. They must in any case die, but if they 
die to give birth to universal churches, their history is justified. 

*‘What is so striking about the whole argument, here sum- 
marized with an almost absurd brevity, is that the Professor is 
now sure that universal states exist for the sake of religion and 
civilizations for the sake of churches. This is indeed significant, 
for it is not a theologian, but the most learned historian in the 
world today, who has said this, being driven to this judgment by 
the sheer logic of prolonged historical enquiry.” 


This raises tremendous issues too vast to be dealt with at 
this juncture. But the Biblical conception of “‘a kingdom of 
priests,” which otherwise seems almost unintelligible to 
worldly minds, is seen, in the light of these findings, to 
provide a logical synthesis for the historical processes 
destined to culminate in the manifestation of the Kingdom 
of God upon earth in its final form. In its ultimate form of 
manifestation, the Kingdom and Church become one. 

It needs to be appreciated that, when Toynbee speaks of 
churches, he is using the term more in the sense that the 
Bible speaks of an Ekklesia than in the sense of ecclesiastical 
organization. This forms a majestic theme which will be 
further expounded in future articles in this Month By 
Month series. 


A Dispirited Generation 


Professor Barraclough also has much to say about Toyn- 
bee’s call for “‘a transfer of energy from economics to religion, 
thus enabling a dispirited generation to catch a gleam of kindly 
light,’ while Professor Thompson justly observes: ‘‘ Toynbee 
is always looking behind the historical record of behavior for the 
springs and impulses of the human spirit.” 

Finally, it is illuminating, at this stage, to give space so 
that a member of this so-called “dispirited” generation 
may speak for himself, and for other laymen. The writer is 
a brilliant young doctor at the top of his profession. The 
following is an extract from his memorandum which has 
caused much public comment: 

“‘What is so astonishing is the apparent lack of understanding 
of ordinary people by almost all politicians. If politicians under- 
stood people, they would know that inside them was a thing 
called the human spirit and that they were capable of anything 
almost when this took command. I don’t know how to solve 
world problems, but I do know that the internal domestic prob- 
lem is one of spirit.

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The Meaning of the Resurrection 


INCE THE BODILY Resurrection of 
Jesus Christ is regarded by re- 
putable historians as the best 

attested fact in ancient history, it is 
not essential at this time to present evi- 
dence in support of its reality. Rather 
we shall consider the meaning of 
Christ’s Resurrection for His contem- 
poraries and for the future. 

First, what did the Resurrection 
mean for Christ Himself, and for the 
genesis of the Christian faith? It meant 
everything. Jesus had made certain 
statements to His disciples, which, if 
not supported by His Resurrection 
immediately following His death, 
would have so completely discredited 
Him that His name and works would 
not have outlived His own generation. 
Let us examine a few statements: 


“From that time forth began Jesus to 
shew unto his disciples, how that he must 
go unto Jerusalem, and suffer many things 
of the elders and chief priests and scribes, 
and be killed, and be raised again the third 
day.” (Matt. 16: 21.) 

“For he taught his disciples, and said 
unto them, The Son of man is delivered 
into the hands of men, and they shall kill 
him; and after that he is killed, he shall 
rise the third day.” (Mark 9: 31.) 

“Behold, we go up to Jerusalem; and 
the Son of man shall be delivered unto the 
chief priests, and unto the scribes; and they 
shall condemn him to death, and shall 
deliver him to the Gentiles: and they shall 
mock him, and shall scourge him, and 
shall spit upon him, and shall kill him: and 
the third day he shall rise again.” (Mark 
10: 33-34.) 

“The Son of man must suffer many 
things, and be rejected of the elders and 
chief priests and scribes, and be slain, and 
be raised the third day.”’ (Luke 9: 22.) 

“Then he took unto him the twelve, and 
said unto them, Behold, we go up to 
Jerusalem, and all things that are written 
by the prophets concerning the Son of man 
shall be accomplished. For he shall be 
delivered unto the Gentiles, and shall be 
mocked, and spitefully entreated, and 
spitted on: and they shall scourge him, and 
put him to death: and the third day he 
shall rise again.” (Luke 18: 31-33.) 

“Then saith Jesus unto them, All ye 
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shall be offended because of me this night: 
for it is written, I will smite the shepherd, 
and the sheep of the flock shall be scattered 
abroad. But after I am risen again, I will 
go before you into Galilee.” (Matt. 26: 
31-32; Mark 14: 27-28.) 

*“As the Father knoweth me, even so 
know I the Father: and I lay down my 
life for the sheep. . . . Therefore doth 
my Father love me, because I lay down 
my life, that I might take it again. No man 
taketh it from me, but I lay it down of 
myself. I have power to lay it down, and I 
have power to take it again.” (John 10: 
15-18.) 

“I am the resurrection, and the life: he 
that believeth in me, though he were dead, 
yet shall he live.” (John 11: 25.) 


After Jesus had been put to death, 
the chief priests and Pharisees as- 
sembled before Pilate, and said: ‘“‘Sir, 
we remember that that deceiver said, 
while he was yet alive, After three 
days I will rise again. Command there- 
fore that the sepulchre be made sure 
until the third day, lest his disciples 
come by night, and steal him away, 
and say unto the people, He is risen 
from the dead: so the last error shall 
be worse than the first.” 

Pilate replied: ““Ye have a watch: 
go your way, make it as sure as ye can. 
So they went, and made the sepulchre 
sure, sealing the stone, and setting a 
watch” (Matt. 27: 62-66). 

Here on the one hand, we have all 
these things which Jesus said before 
His death; only His bodily Resurrec- 
tion could confirm them. On the other 
hand, we have the precautionary 
measures of the Jews, who were eager 
to prove that Jesus was a fraud and a 
blasphemer. It was, indeed, a crucial 
period — a turning point in history. 
For if Jesus had not come forth from 
the grave on the third day, as He said, 
there would be no memory of Him, 
and no Christian faith, in the world 
today. Little did the Jews realize how 
their precaution would witness against 
them and serve in the future to sub- 
stantiate the validity of the very thing 
they feared most, namely, the Resur- 
rection itself. 


What did the Resurrection mean to 
the apostles? Again the answer is — 
everything. To them Jesus “shewed 
himself alive after his passion by many 
infallible proofs, being seen of them 
forty days, and speaking of the things 
pertaining to the kingdom of God” 
(Acts 1: 3). Addressing a group as- 
sembled in the home of Cornelius, 
Peter said: 


*‘And we are witnesses of all things which 
he did both in the land of the Jews, and in 
Jerusalem; whom they slew and hanged on 
a tree: him God raised up the third day, 
and shewed him openly; not to all the 
people, but unto witnesses chosen before of 
God, even to us, who did eat and drink with him 
after he rose from the dead.” (Acts 10: 39-41.) 


Obviously the Lord Jesus was 
raised in a.recognizable body, as men 
do not eat and drink with disembodied 
spirits. 

In I Corinthians 15, Paul testified 
that the Risen Christ was seen by all 
the apostles, and that later, He was 
seen by more than five hundred breth- 
ren at once, the greater part of whom 
were still alive at the time the Corin- 
thian letter was written. 

For the apostles the primary signifi- 
cance of the Resurrection lay in the 
fact that it established Jesus’ claim to 
the Divine origin of His Person and His 
mission. Jesus had led His disciples to 
believe that He was the Messiah, the 
One sent from the Father in whom all 
the hopes of Israel were to be realized. 
Jesus had already supported his claim 
by His miracles among them; however, 
this claim was apparently contradicted 
and denied by His death on the cross, 
which to the Jew was evidence of Di- 
vine rejection. Therefore, it took the 
Resurrection to afford conclusive proof 
of the Messiahship of Jesus. By the 
Resurrection, Jewry’s act of rejection 
was Divinely reversed, and the claim 
of Jesus to be the Christ was forever 
vindicated: 


““God hath made that same Jesus, whom 
ye have crucified, both Lord and Christ.” 
(Acts 2: 36.) 
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It was the Resurrection which trans- 
formed the disciples and other believers 
“from broken-hearted mourners at 
the grave of a crucified Teacher into 
enthusiastic propagandists of a risen 
and glorified Lord.” They were no 
longer in doubt about His Divinity — 
His coequality with God. They were no 
longer puzzled by some of the strange 
statements Jesus had made: for exam- 
ple — “I and the Father are one” — 
**He that hath seen me hath seen the 
Father” — “I am in the Father, and 
the Father is in me.” As one writer 
says, “The Resurrection only dis- 
played Him as being what He was 
inalienably from the first, and in- 
stalled Him in the dignity which cor- 
responded to His nature.” 

What does the Resurrection mean 
for us now, as believers in Jesus Christ? 
Our Christian life in all its forms, both 
now and in the future, depends upon 
the Resurrection. The very essence of 
Apostolic Christianity is that we are 
saved not only by believing that Christ 
died for our sins but by union with the 
crucified and now risen, exalted Sav- 
iour. It is only through union with a 
Living Lord that we receive forgive- 
ness, justification, and all the blessings 
of redemption. J. H. Newman put it 
this way: 


‘His rising again was the necessary ante- 
cedent of His applying to His elect the vir- 
tue of that Atonement which His dying 
wrought for all men. ... He died to 
purchase what He rose again to apply.” 


According to Paul’s teaching in II 
Corinthians -4, and in the first two 
chapters of Ephesians, the resurrecting 
energy of God in raising Christ and in 
raising us when we were dead in tres- 
passes and sins is one and the same. 
**The one act is the prolongation of the 
other, the manifestation in two steps 
or stages of the same Divine miracu- 
lous energy.” Thus, in I Peter 1: 3-5, 
the apostle speaks of Christians being 
“born anew to a life of hope through 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead, born to an unscathed, in- 
violate, unfading inheritance; it is 
kept in heaven for you, and the power 
of God protects you by faith till you do 
inherit the salvation which is all ready 
to be revealed at the last hour” (Mof- 
fatt). Cairns, in his Christ and Human 
Need, writes: 


“Every conversion, every advance in the 
new life, is part of that great new creation 
which began at the open grave, which ad- 
vanced at Pentecost, and which will only 
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reach its consummation when every knee 
shall bow to Christ and every tongue con- 
fess that He is Lord.” (Page 186.) 


In Dictionary of the Apostolic Church 
edited by Dr. James Hastings, with the 
assistance of Dr. John A. Selbie and 
Dr. John C. Lambert, there are a few 
statements that are especially relevant 
to this phase of our subject. We quote 
portions of two paragraphs: 


“The resurrection of Christ is not only 
the assurance or pledge of the full personal 
immortality of believers; it is also the 
revelation of the nature of this immortal 
life. It ‘hath brought life and immortality 
to light? (II Tim. 1: 10); it has dis- 
played it to our view. He has risen in 
possession of a body like ours, only glori- 
fied and made free from the law of sin and 
death, a body ‘spiritual’ in the sense of 
being the perfect instrument of the purposes 
of the Spirit. In this glorified embodied 
state of the Risen Christ we have a look at 
the nature of the future state of believers. 
At present we are pent up in a body which 
is but an imperfect medium of our will or 
spirit. It is a ‘body of death’ (Rom. 7: 24), 
full of weakness and corruption, limiting 
our powers of service. But ‘this body that 
belongs to our low estate’ shall be trans- 
formed ‘till it resembles the body of his 
Glory.’ For ‘if the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, he 
that raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you’ (Rom. 8: 
eae 

“The moral significance of such a doc- 
trine cannot be overrated. It gives a new 
sanction to bodily consecration and 
temperance. Each sin against the body is 
no longer, as it was on the Greek concep- 
tion, a stain on that which is itself doomed 
to perish, but a defilement of that which is 
consecrated to an eternal life — ‘Know ye 
not that your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost? . . . Therefore glorify God 
in your body’ (I Cor. 6: 19-20); ‘let not 
sin therefore reign in your mortal body’ 
(Rom. 6: 12). The nature of the resurrec- 
tion-body of believers St. Paul sets forth in 
I Corinthians 15: 35-42, where he en- 
deavors to answer in detail the question, 
“With what kind of a body do they come?’ 
This was the difficulty which perplexed 
the Corinthian Christians, and led some of 
them under the influences of Greek thought 
to deny altogether the possibility of a 
bodily resurrection.” (Pages 352, 356.) 


With characteristic logic, Paul sums 
up the whole matter as follows: 


““Now if Christ be preached that he rose 
from the dead, how say some among you 
that there is no resurrection of the dead? 
But if there be no resurrection of the dead, 
then is Christ not risen: and if Christ be not 
risen, then is our preaching vain and your 


faith is also vain. Yea, and we are found 
false witnesses of God; because we have 
testified of God that he raised up Christ; 
whom he raised not up, if so be that the dead 
rise not. For if the dead rise not, then is not 
Christ raised: and if Christ be not raised, 
your faith is vain; ye are yet in your sins, 
Then they also which are fallen asleep in 
Christ are perished. If in this life only we 
have hope in Christ, we are of all men 
most miserable. But now is Christ risen 
from the dead, and become the firstfruits 
of them that slept.” (I Cor. 15: 12-20.) 


And finally, what does the Resur- 
rection mean for the Kingdom of God. 
We have seen that the Resurrection of 
Christ is the basis not only of the moral 
but of the physical resurrection of all 
who believe in Him. We shall now see 
that it is also the pledge and basis of 
the ultimate consummation of the 
Kingdom of God. Verily, ‘‘This is its 
wider cosmic significance.”’ 

Paul shows that the deliverance of 
the body from the power of death and 
the grave is an essential part of God’s 
world-wide plan to establish His King- 
dom on earth through Jesus Christ. If 

God is to have a Kingdom on earth 
patterned after that in heaven, as 
stated in the Lord’s Prayer, then He 
must have citizens for it worthy of their 
Divine calling. Note the cosmic out- 
reach, the certainty and finality, in 
Paul’s words as he continues the Corin- 
thian letter: 


“For since by man came death, by man 
came also the resurrection of the dead. 
For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive. But every man in 
his own order: Christ the firstfruits; after- 
ward they that are Christ’s at his coming. Then 
cometh the end, when he shall have de- 
livered up the kingdom to God, even the 
Father; when he shall have put down all 
rule and all authority and power. For he 
must reign, till he hath put all enemies 
under his feet.” (I Cor. 15: 21-25.) 


Thus Christ, in the power of His 
Resurrection, will abolish every force, 
every rule, every authority that is 
antagonistic to the will and purpose of 
God. No enemy, not even death itself, 
will be able to stand in His presence; 
for He is destined to destroy “‘him that 
had the power of death, that is, the 
devil” (Heb. 2: 14). Now we know that 
sin and death are not the final realities 
in the universe, because they are to be 
swallowed in the victory and sover- 
eignty of Christ. 

The work of our Living Lord in- 
volves the restoration of all things, 
both material and spiritual. Peter re-

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The Living Stones

VER HAS the ether so throbbed 
| \ | with sound and fury. Day and 
night, from hundreds of sta- 
tions, programs of every sort and 
degree of merit clog the airwaves and 
TV channels. And to this tireless 
cacophony must be added the welter 
of voices from platform and pulpit, 
from movie screens and periodicals. 
Wherever the hapless citizen turns, he 
is bombarded with trivia, misinforma- 
tion, slanted news and half-truths. 

A malevolent genius, planning the 
recent phenomenal growth of tele- 
vision, might indeed have issued a 
directive reading something like this: 
Beguile, distract and bemuse them with 
chatter and clatter — lest at any time they 
meditate and lift their thoughts to God and 
learn wisdom. Persuade them that the un- 
essential is essential, and they will have 
no opportunity to learn the vital fundamen- 
tals upon which their very lives depend. 

This multiplication of the media of 
information, with the attendant de- 
bilitation of each, aptly illustrates the 
persistent trend of our civilization 
toward complexity and away from 
basic soundness. It is an ominous and 
unhealthy trend because devoting un- 
due effort to the mechanics of living, 
to keeping the wheels turning, leaves 
no time or energy for the truly impor- 
tant things — for studying the ways of 
God and orienting one’s spirit into the 
eternal scheme of things. As Edna St. 
Vincent Millay wrote: 


“We grow not more 
Profound as we approach the ocean’s floor; 
Our flight is lofty, it is not sublime.” 


To pick one’s way through this bab- 
ble of confusing voices, this whirl of 
materialism and mechanization, one 
must perforce cultivate the nth degree 
of spiritual discrimination. Only 
through unerring knowledge of what 
is important can one cut through the 
mass of triviality and discern what is 
vital and valuable. Only by expert 
recognition of the chaff can one prac- 
tice the Apostle’s injunction to “hold 
fast that which is good.” 
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The basis for such spiritual per- 
ceptiveness or savoir faire lies not in any 
complex, abstruse theological abstrac- 
tions but in a set of clear and simple 
fundamentals. It was never meant 
for souls to be lost because the road- 
map to eternity was incomprehensible 
to human minds. Complexity and 
obfuscation are of man, not of God. 
In the deeper veins of Biblical explora- 
tion may be found intricacies to stimu- 
late the keenest intellects. The basic 
truths, however, are as solid and clear 
as mountains against the sunrise. 

Broadly speaking, the fundamentals 
of Christian experience resolve into 
factors of possession and purpose. 

Acceptance by the individual of the 
supreme Divine sacrifice accomplished 
at Golgotha sets in motion a two-way 
transaction. The suppliant receives 
remission of sins and the gift of eternal 
life. But by the same token his soul and 
spirit, his time and talents, pass into 
the possession of the Son of God who 
redeemed him from death. “Which 
he hath purchased with his own blood” 
is the expression used by the chronicler 
of the Acts of the Apostles (20: 28). 

This interplay inevitably transforms 
and energizes the believer. His own 
will is subordinated to the will of God. 
The influences that mould his life 
come not from within himself, or from 
the world about him, but from God. 
He sets his own aspirations within the 
transcendent context of the Divine 
design which enfolds past, present and 
future. As the Apostle Peter wrote: 


“To Whom coming —a living Stone, 
rejected indeed by men, but approved, 
distinguished in the presence of God — 
yourselves also should be built up like 
living stones into a spiritual house, into a 
holy priesthood, to offer up spiritual sac- 
rifices, acceptable to God through Jesus 
Christ.” (I Peter 2: 4-5, Ferrar Fenton 
Trans.) 


The painstaking construction of this 
as-yet-unseen edifice has proceeded 
for thousands of years. From each 
generation, by a process of Divine 


selection, new members have been 
culled and schooled for their special 
position in the structure. In pre-Chris- 
tian times selection was on the basis of 
faith in the Prophetic Christ. After the 
Crucifixion, other multitudes were 
added through belief in the Risen 
Savior. 

Yet the edifice is not always to re- 
main unseen. In the fullness of time, 
when the precise number of living 
stones has been assembled, it will be 
revealed in all its splendor to a marvel- 
ing world. Expectation of that glorious 
moment has sustained countless men 
of faith through the darkest hours of 
trial, tribulation and martyrdom. 


“Ye were sealed with that holy Spirit 
of promise, which is the earnest of our 
inheritance until the redemption of the 
purchased possession, unto the praise of 
his glory.” (Eph. 1: 13-14.) 


It is when one comes to a considera- 
tion of the purpose of this long-term 
Divine enterprise that sharp exception 
must be taken to certain cherished 
tenets of traditional theology. Almost 
universal in Christendom is the as- 
sumption that the reward of faith will 
be bestowed in heaven, not on earth. 
The earnest expectation of multitudes 
is turned toward some misty, nebulous 
land in the sky, whose chief allurement 
seems to be a sort of stultifying in- 
activity. 

An unbiassed study of the Bible, 
however, quickly proves that this con- 
cept is untenable and unscriptural. 
Concerning the heavenly order the 
Bible has surprisingly little to say. It 
tells nothing of the location, center of 
administration, scope, laws or types of 
activity carried on in the afterlife 
which the average Christian hopes to 
inherit ‘‘when the roll is called up 
yonder.”’ It narrates instances where 
the heavenly order impinged upon the 
earthly, but not until the penultimate 
chapter of The Revelation — which 
refers to a time still far future — is 
there any suggestion that the two or- 
ders merge. And then it is the taber- 
nacle of God that comes down to 
dwell among men—not the other 
way around. 

Contrariwise, the Bible is wonder- 
fully explicit about a new order — the 
Kingdom of Heaven — which is to be 
established upon the earth. From 
Genesis to Revelation, this is the great 
theme of the Scriptures. It traces the 
history of the people who are to form 
the Kingdom nucleus from their ear- 
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liest beginnings. It records the Divine 
Constitution, the perfect statutes by 
which the Kingdom is to function. 
And through prophecy it looks forward 
to the time when the Kingdom is a 
flourishing reality, blessing all nations 
with peace and tranquillity. 

The objective of the great Divine 
drama of redemption and salvation is 
not the population of heaven but the 
rejuvenation of the earth. 


“For the Lorp Gop effects the salvation 
Of the flock of His Race on that day, 
Like bright gems for a crown on His 

land!” 
(Zech. 9: 16, Ferrar Fenton Trans.) 


The flock of His Race! To attempt to 
expound or understand the Bible with- 
out properly identifying Israel is like 
teaching mathematics without know- 
ing the value of numbers. The Bible is 
the story of Israel. And the future of 
every person on earth is inextricably 
linked to that of Israel — simply be- 
Cause it is through Israel that God has 
chosen to work in establishing His new 
order of righteousness. 

That illuminating Ferrar Fenton 
translation of Zechariah 9: 16 also 
points out the location of the ad- 
ministrational center of the restored 
Kingdom. In company with many 
parallel prophecies, it helps to spell out 
in marvelous detail the who and what 
and where of the coming new world 
order. 


“IT have set watchmen upon thy walls, 
O Jerusalem, which shall never hold their 
peace day nor night: ye that are the 
Lorp’s remembrancers [marg.], keep not 


silence, And give him no rest, till he estab- 
lish, and till he make Jerusalem a praise 
in the earth.” (Isa. 62: 6-7.) 


Certainly Jerusalem has not been a 
praise in the earth since the relatively 
remote reigns of David and Solomon. 
It was not so at the dawn of the Chris- 
tian era when the Jews harassed, 
baited and finally slew the Son of 
God. It is not so today when an uneasy 
Arab-Jewish demarcation line splits 
the city and pilgrims may visit Chris- 
tendom’s most hallowed shrines only 
when the barriers are briefly lowered 
at holy seasons. 

But a new day in Jerusalem’s his- 
tory is soon to dawn. The men of 
violence, the usurpers who have seized 
and now hold true Israel’s heritage, 
are to be swept away. Restored to its 
rightful owners, established as the 
capital of the everlasting Stone King- 
dom, Jerusalem shall be the fountain- 
head from which righteousness and 
peace flow forth to bless all nations. 


“For out of Zion shall go forth the law, 
and the word of the Lorp from Jerusalem.” 
(Isa. 2: 3.) 


A distinction must be made between 
the redeemed of Israel who make up 
the restored Kingdom and the “‘living 
stones” of the once-unseen spiritual 
edifice which will by that time be fully 
manifested. The latter will be the 
administrators, the preceptors, through 
whose activity knowledge of God and 
His ways will spread until it covers the 
earth from sea to sea. They will be the 
energizing influence channeling heav- 
enly wisdom into earthly institutions 


so that order and justice may flourish 
where they never flourished before. 

Today the efforts of these pleaders- 
for-righteousness are frustrated by al- 
most universal indifference among the 
multitudes of Anglo-Saxondom. But 
this condition will not always prevail. 
As the age ends, a swift and terrifying 
outpouring of tribulation will shatter 
pride and complacency and leave 
chastened hearts receptive to heavenly 
guidance. 


“And I will give them one heart, and 
one way, that they may fear me for ever, 
for the good of them, and of their children 
after them.” (Jer. 32: 39.) 


There is nothing makeshift or hap- 
hazard about the operations of God. 
Having in olden times set the course 
and timetable of world history, and 
revealed the essential outlines through 
prophecy that His glory might be 
manifested to those who love Him, he 
slowly formed the living instrument 
which at the climactic moment will 
consummate world regeneration. 

And that moment is near. The 
global powder keg is packed, await- 
ing only the spark that touches off the 
last fearful ordeal of yet-unchastened 
Anglo-Saxondom. Terror and _ fiery 
destruction must sweep the earth as 
the Third Woe runs its brief but savage 
course. Once it passes, the remnant of 
Israel will face the future with rejoic- 
ing. In the new spiritual climate, the 
afflictions of the past age will be but a 
memory as the work of restoration pro- 
ceeds under the supervision of the 
returned and reigning King of kings.

r. NeurRu returned from China rather less pleased 
M than when he went. He has now devised another 
plan which he has induced Tito to support. 

The main thought behind the plan is that the only possible 
policy is compromise. In Nehru’s philosphy, compromise 
means a world directorate in which Africa and Asia 
would predominate. Finally, to crown the whole plan, 
a new approach to disarmament — especially atomic 
disarmament — would be made in the framework of a 
world security pact which would pledge local mutual 
assistance and provide for the indiscriminate banning of 
all atomic, hydrogen and other super-destructive weapons. 

In order to ensure that this ban was effective, the new 
world directorate would appoint an inspecting agency 
which would have the right to carry out inspection 
duties anywhere in the world at the request of any one 
interested party, provided that the Security Council agreed 
that such an inspection was called for. But, inasmuch as 
this directorate would be dominated by Communistic 
powers, the West would be helpless. Normally, the inspec- 
tion authority would act only through the agency of the 
governments. Perhaps the Communists would inspect 
themselves. This likewise would make nonsense of the 
project. That is the outline of the world peace plan which 
Nehru has discussed with Marshal Tito. 

The effect of all this would be: 7) Communization of 
Germany; 2) The end of NATO and the European defense 
treaties; 3) Abandonment of an entire strategic area almost 
from beyond the Baltic to the Adriatic; 4) Acceptance of 
an overwhelming Asian-African preponderance in a 
world authority; and 5) No safeguards against secret 
atomic projects. 

In the near future, 51-year-old Professor Igor V. Kur- 
chatov, a scientist largely responsible for Russian atomic 
developments, is to be sent on a lengthy mission to Red 
China in order to help organize there the scientific 
branch of the atomic research program started by the 
Chinese People’s Republic. 

There has recently been a gradual movement of para- 
troop forces with Arctic training from central Siberia to 
the far northeast. In other words, paratroops are being 
moved to within striking range of Alaska and Canadian 
far northern bases. Military transport aircraft have con- 
formed to these movements. Soviet Arctic paratroops are 
very well equipped and can be provided, by air trans- 
port, with motor vehicles specially designed for use in the 
Arctic. One of the biggest handicaps of motor vehicles in 
extreme cold is the fact that batteries become frozen. 
This necessitates removing batteries whenever the vehicles 
are not in use, in order to keep them warm. Russian 
technicians have now devised a battery which operates 
without acid and is not subject to freezing. This is a very 
important development. 
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It is also learned that the Soviet Foreign Office is com- 
piling a dossier to support a claim that Bear Island does 
not belong to the Spitsbergen group, but is a no-man’s- 
land which should rightfully belong to Russia. The whole 
situation in Spitsbergen is becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult. The Soviet Union has a concession of about 100 
square kilometers of the main island. Part of this is suitable 
for an air base which could be used by large bombers. 
Barentsburg could quickly be made into a small warship 
and submarine base. Visitors to the Soviet concession 
are strictly prohibited. Even Norwegian Members of 
Parliament who have visited the island have been refused 
access. The Norwegian governor has not been able to visit 
the Soviet concession since the end of the war. The reason 
for this exclusiveness is the large deposit of arms and 
military equipment stowed away in the mines. Several 
of the old mines, especially in the area near Cap Heer, 
have been made into underground storage places for 
petrol and oil. The petrol is high octane suitable for air- 
craft and much of the oil is the type used in submarines. 
It is no coincidence that this underground store is close to 
the flat area which could be made into an air base. 
An observer on the spot reports that by using metal mats 
for a runway, and modern machinery to level a few undu- 
lations, the ground could be made suitable for medium 
bombers and transport aircraft in 48 hours of continuous 
work. There is sufficient labor available. ‘The whole place 
is far more like a military base than a mining center. 

The atmosphere in Austria has become distinctly more 
tense. The arrogance of the Russians at the meetings of 
the Allied Council and the increasingly aggressive tone of 
the Soviet-sponsored Press have caused widespread pessim- 
ism and have given rise to all sorts of wild rumors. 

An organized group of kidnapping experts was set up 
in the autumn. It has now extended its sphere of operations 
far beyond Vienna and the borders of Austria — at least 
as far as West Germany, Brussels and even Paris. Our ob- 
servers believe that the fundamental aim of the whole 
organization is to get victims into Austria, the only place 
where they can be made to disappear without causing 
too much of a scandal. Brought to Vienna on some pre- 
text, they can be taken— with violence if necessary 
— to the Soviet zone and thence into Czechoslovakia. 

Early in October a delegation of the Bulgarian Com- 
munist Party visited Yugoslavia in order to discuss with 
the Yugoslav Communist Party peaceful cooperation 
between the two countries, especially in Macedonia. 
Several agreements were reached which are now under 
study in Sofia. The Bulgarian air force target for the end 
of 1955 is 1,500 light, medium and fighter bombers. 

In the Chinese Army, a trend is showing itself. ‘The 
younger generals are trying to get independent com- 
mands in the provinces— preferably in their native 
provinces. When they can get these appointments, they 
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use them to build up their personal power and to lay the 
foundations for personal rule like that of the old war lords. 
This constitutes a potential threat to the whole Com- 
munist state, of which the leaders in Peking already take 
a grave view. The Government does not dare to take strong 
action against army leaders, but it is trying to attack the 
trend without a head-on clash. 

In attempting this, the regime is faced by the tempta- 
tion to avoid a clash with its military commanders, and at 
the same time to check the trend towards provincial 
autonomy, by using the armed forces in foreign adventures 
in order to keep the Generals busy. This is a serious 
prospect which may well influence China’s future policy 
and strategy. The Communist leaders would not have the 
slightest pangs of conscience in starting another war in 
Asia in order to keep their Generals occupied. 

There have been striking developments in the Yumen 
oil fields in Kansu province. Out of 119 wells which have 
been sunk during recent months, 112 were strikes. This 
is an unusually high proportion. New drillings are being 
made and every effort is to be made to bring the railroad 
to the oil field as soon as possible. 

Indonesia’s hopes of arousing support for her claims to 
Dutch New Guinea have been destroyed at the United 
Nations, as well as by the fact that Great Britain, Australia 
and the United States favor the maintenance of Dutch 
rule. Jakarta now plans to create trouble and unrest. 
Preparations are now being made to organize an army of 
“liberation,” made up of war-toughened volunteers from 
the Communist Party. These men are undergoing training 
in all forms of guerrilla warfare. Due to lack of popular 
support in New Guinea, these guerrillas are being trained 
to receive supplies by air. 

Developments in Afghanistan, and especially in the 
field of Afghan-Russian relations, should be closely 
watched. It looks as if a crisis is in the making. The basic 
principle of Afghan foreign policy, since the fall of pro- 
Russian King Amanullah, has been one of strict neutral- 
ity. This is becoming difficult to maintain. Since Pakistan 
became a member of SEATO, the trend in Kabul has 
been towards alignment with India, which Afghans believe 
to be their only neutral neighbor. ‘The Kabul Press uses 
much the same arguments as the Indian Press. Afghan 
neutrality is now slightly tarred with the same pro-Com- 
munist brush. 

India’s pessimism about the future of Afghanistan arises 
directly from the negotiations for a Near East security 
pact. India concludes from Pakistan’s recent conversa- 
tions in Washington and from the recent visit there of the 
Shah of Persia, that the signing of a Near East security 
pact to include Pakistan, Iran, Turkey and Iraq is only a 
few months away. Kabul believes that it will probably 
be signed before July — especially as the dynamic Mr. 
Hoover is thought to be behind it. Kabul is convinced 
that the Soviet Union is not going to take this agreement 
lying down, and that the first country to suffer the Soviet 
reaction will be Afghanistan. Some of the more pessimistic 
say that the country is now living out its last months of 
independence. Upon the signing of a Near East pact, 
the Soviets may attempt to occupy Afghanistan. 

There is increased Communist pressure in Chile. This 
has grown stronger since the loss of the Guatemala 
bridgehead. The Central Headquarters of Cominform 
activities in Latin-America have now been moved from 
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Mexico to Valdivia in Southern Chile. This city is under 
strong Communist influence through the Central Unica de 
Trabajadores. Although Communist operations are illegal 
in Chile, the government is not strong enough to take 
energetic counter-measures. 

A set of definite instructions was sent to the Communists 
but intercepted by the Chilean police. The document 
begins by stating that, after the defeat in Guatemala, 
the weight of Communist activity should now be con- 
centrated in Chile. It says that the leader should not, at 
first, be a Communist. The instructions further state that, 
owing to United States reactions, Communism in the 
whole Western hemisphere has been placed in some 
difficulty and that it is important to recognize this fact. 
Tactics should be such as to avoid moves which would lead 
to repressive measures on the part of governments and 
of the United States. It is, in fact, specifically stated that 
within the next three months all direct and violent agita- 
tion against the United States should cease. If such 
agitation should be maintained by other left-wing groups 
such as APRA, Communists should go out of their way to 
disassociate themselves from it. On the contrary, they 
should behave as exemplary citizens and adhere to normal 
democratic procedure. 

In view of the present Parliamentary situation in 
Chile, this new Communist strategy is, if anything, more 
dangerous than direct action. There is no doubt that 
there is in Parliament a solid majority against the Admin- 
istration. The one thing which has stopped this majority 
from striking is the fear amongst many members that, if 
they waged a campaign against the President, this might 
lead to a Communist revolution. Now, with the Com- 
munists oozing good will in all quarters, and promising 
that they are interested solely in the maintenance of 
peace and democracy, awareness of the Communist 
menace is diminishing, leading to an even more impossible 
Parliamentary situation than that already existing. 

There are, nevertheless, two encouraging factors. The 
first is the personal reaction of the United States Ambas- 
sador, Willard Beaulac. He is a blunt man and is just 
right for this critical situation. If he is not a diplomat, 
he is certainly a fighter, a man who is determined to save 
Chile from an adventure. The other factor is the awakening 
of the Conservative Party. Thanks mainly to the news- 
paper, El Mercurio, the Conservative Party has now 
appointed a permanent committee to uncover and oppose 
by every means any form of Communist penetration and 
infiltration. This committee has at its disposal some of 
the best investigators in the country. 

In Romania many peace-time industries are being 
turned over to armament manufacture. Between Novem- 
ber 1 and December 15, twenty-seven industries were 
switched over. Three factories formerly producing hos- 
pital equipment are now making gas masks. This is of 
particular interest because production of gas masks had 
almost completely ceased behind the Iron Curtain.

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Winnowing the Wheat

OD’s DEALINGS with humanity 
(s are often illustrated in the 
Scriptures by analogies drawn 
from the processes of nature. Our 
Lord’s parable of the wheat and the 
tares was given to depict in pictorial 
terms the essential characteristics of 
the harvest season at the end of the 
age: 

“Another parable put he forth unto 
them, saying, The kingdom of heaven is 
likened unto a man which sowed good 
seed in his field: But while men slept, his 
enemy came and sowed tares among the 
wheat, and went his way. But when the 
blade was sprung up, and brought forth 
fruit, then appeared the tares also. 

“So the servants of the householder 
came and said unto him, Sir, didst not 
thou sow good seed in thy field? From 
whence then hath it tares? He said unto 
them, An enemy hath done this. The 
servants said unto him, Wilt thou then 
that we go and gather them up? But he 
said, Nay; lest while ye gather up the 
tares, ye root up also the wheat with them. 
Let both grow together until the harvest: 
and in the time of harvest I will say to the 
reapers, Gather ye together first the tares, 
and bind them in bundles to burn them: 


but gather the wheat into my barn.” 
(Matt. 13: 24-30.) 


When Jesus explained this parable 
to His disciples, he said that the field 
is the world; the good seed are the 
children of the Kingdom; the tares 
are the children of the wicked. The 
enemy who sowed the evil seed is the 
Devil. The harvest is at the end of the 
age and the reapers who separate 
the tares from the wheat are the 
angels, z.e., ““messengers” or “‘agents”’ 


(Matt. 13: 38-39). 
Separating Tares From Wheat 


In this parable it is made clear 
that the first act in the process of 
harvesting is the separation of the 
tares from the wheat. Our Lord pointed 
out that this can be done only at the 
harvest and the tares are bundled and 
left in the field to be later burned, 
for they are worthless. Giving His 
interpretation of the parable, and 
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showing that His purpose was to liken 
the tares and the wheat to people, 
Jesus went on to say: 


“As therefore the tares are gathered and 
burned in the fire; so shall it be in the 
consummation of the age. ‘The Son of man 
shall send forth his angels, and they shall 
gather out of his kingdom all things that 
offend, and them which do iniquity; and 
shall cast them into a furnace of fire: there 
shall be wailing and gnashing of teeth.” 
(Matt. 13: 40-42, marginal rendering.) 


We understand from this that the 
tares are being separated and classified 
now; that is, they are being identified, 
but not as yet removed from their 
activities. * 


The Righteous 


It is obvious that at the same time 
that the tares are bundled for burning 
at the Lord’s command, the wheat is 
also identified. However, the Lord 
says only, ‘“‘Gather the wheat into 
my barn.” No details are given con- 
cerning what is involved in this. In 
His explanation the Lord stated simply: 


“Then shall the righteous shine forth 
as the sun in the kingdom of their Father. 
Who hath ears to hear, let him hear.” 
(Matt. 13: 43.) 


There is a definite challenge in the 
words, ‘‘Who hath ears to hear, let him 
hear.’ Ferrar Fenton translates it: 
‘Let all listen who have ears to hear!” 
The Smith and Goodspeed rendering 
is: “‘Let him who has ears listen!” 
Moffatt renders it: ‘He who has an 
ear, let him listen to this.”? This sug- 
gests a hidden meaning that only the 
wise will understand. The emphasis 
is on the necessity to exercise every 
faculty of alertness and reasoning in 
searching the Scriptures to discover 
what is intimated here. 

John the Baptist provides the clue 
that explains why Jesus concluded 
the expounding of His parable con- 
cerning the gathering of the wheat 
into His barn with the statement:

“Then shall the righteous shine forth 
as the sun in the kingdom of their 
Father.’? Speaking of the coming of 
the Lord, John said: 


“I indeed baptize you with water; but 
one mightier than I cometh, the latchet 
of whose shoes I am not worthy to unloose: 
he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost 
and with fire: Whose fan is in his hand, 
and he will throughly purge his floor, and 
will gather the wheat into his garner; but 
the chaff he will burn with fire unquench- 
able.”’ (Luke 3: 16-17.) 


Ferrar Fenton translates this as 
follows: 


“I certainly baptize you with water; 
but One stronger than myself will come, 
One whose shoelace I am not even great 
enough to untie; He will Himself baptize 
you with Holy Spirit and fire. His win- 
nower is in His hand, to perfectly cleanse 
His threshing-floor: and He will store up 
the wheat in His granary; but the chaff 
He will burn with inextinguishable fire.” 


The angels who separate the tares 
from the wheat do not perform the 
threshing and winnowing. It is the 
Holy Spirit who guides the threshing 
in behalf of those who, through Jesus 
Christ, have overcome the world. It 
is Jesus Himself, whose winnower is in 
His hand, who will make the final 
separation of chaff from pure grain, 
gathering the cleansed wheat into His 
granary. This, then, is what He 
meant by His reference to the right- 
eous who will shine forth in the King- 
dom. He was referring only to those 
who will inherit the Kingdom of God; 
those who will become rulers with 
Him as Daniel declared: 


“And the kingdom and dominion, and 
the greatness of the kingdom under the 
whole heaven, shall be given to the people 
of the saints of the most High, whose king- 
dom is an everlasting kingdom, and all 
dominions shall serve and obey him.” 
(Dan. 7: 27.) 


Commenting on this, the following 
is stated in Study in Daniel: 


“The statement, ‘shall be given to the 
people of the saints of the most High,’ can 
be rendered literally, ‘But the righteous 
ones of the holy ones of the most High 
shall receive the kingdom.’ This is impor- 
tant for the holy ones, or set-apart-ones, 
are Israel and, as we have already pointed 
out, the Kingdom is the House of Jacob 
over which Jesus Christ is to reign forever. 
Actually, the word ‘holy,’ as it is used in 
the Scriptures, simply means ‘set apart 
for service.’ The Israel peoples are holy 
to the Lord because the Israel race was 
called, chosen and set apart to serve Him 
and be used to accomplish His purpose. 
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But rulership in that Kingdom is to be 
given only to the righteous ones among the 
holy ones who alone qualify for positions 
of authority and power in the Kingdom 
by virtue of having become ‘overcomers.’ ” 
(Study in Daniel,* p. 189-190.) 

Was this what Jesus had in mind 
when He cautioned those who asked 
for His interpretation of the parable 
of the wheat and tares to carefully 
heed what they heard? It would seem 
so, for only a very special group of 
His followers are going to reign with 
Him in His Kindgom and enjoy a 
ruling position in the administration 
of its affairs. These are the over- 
comers. 


Period of Threshing 


But before the winnowing begins, 
which will reveal those who have 
gained the victor’s crown, the ordeal 
of the threshing of the wheat must be 
endured. The outstanding factor in 
this process of threshing at the end 
of the age will be the necessity to 
patiently endure to the end, remain- 
ing steadfast in a time of waiting 
and in spite of the seeming failure 
of the fulfillment of the promises of 
the Lord. 

The cares of this world, and its 
temptations, crowd in upon many 
today, who are sorely tempted to 
doubt in this time of apostasy and 
indifference to spiritual things. Yet 
there never was a time in all history 
when it was more essential to remain 
alert, remembering the advice of 
Peter who declared we have a living 
hope through the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ as we look forward to an 
incorruptible inheritance that will not 
fade away. Although we may be in 
heaviness through manifold tempta- 
tions for a season, Peter states the 
purpose of this: 


“That the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with fire, might 
be found unto praise and honour and 
glory at the appearing of Jesus Christ.” 
(I Peter 1: 7.) 


Process of Ripening 


A very important aspect of the 
analogy of the wheat harvest must not 
be overlooked. When the harvest time 
has arrived, and prior to the reaping, 
there is a period during which the 
grain, having reached maturity, must 
remain a few more days in the field

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so that it may become thoroughly 
ripened. It is this ripening process 
that clearly reveals the distinction 
between the wheat and the tares, 
enabling the reapers to distinguish 
one from the other. 

Having arrived at the harvest time 
of this age, the experiencing of the 
days of “ripening” has seemed to 
interject a further period of tarrying 
not previously accounted for. But the 
Prophet Habakkuk warns against 
drawing such a deduction from what is 
occurring. This period is specifically 
referred to by the prophet as a time of 
waiting: 

“For the vision is yet for an appointed 
time, but at the end it shall speak, and 
not lie; though it tarry [seemingly sol, 
wait for it [be patient]; because it will 
surely come [there will actually be no 
delay], it will not tarry.”” (Hab. 2: 3.) 

The apparent failure of the vision 
to come to pass, as though it had lied, 
because of the presumed delay when 
forecasts will appear to have failed, 
presupposes a time to come when 
every factor of chronology and proph- 
ecy would indicate a definite time of 
fulfillment, yet the proclaimed con- 
clusions would seem to be in error. 

In the summer of 1953 thousands 
began to anticipate the development 
of spectacular events to climax on 
the Great Pyramid dating of August 
20, 1953. They hoped that what would 
occur then would firmly establish their 
belief in the reliability of prophecy. 
When the day failed to bring about 
happenings of a sensational nature, 
many found they had attempted to 
base their faith upon what they could 
see in diametric opposition to the 
Scriptural definition of true faith 
which is “the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things not 
seen” (Heb. 11: 1). 


Separating Chaff From Grain 


Actually, that date marked the 
commencement of the falling away 
that Paul said must precede the cli- 
max (see ““The Falling Away,” Des- 
Tiny for March 1955, pp. 43-44). 
Since that time thousands have suc- 
cumbed to a spirit of indifference, 
some losing all interest in the evangel 
of the Kingdom, intensifying the great 
apostasy into which Christendom as a 
whole has lapsed. The acceleration 
of this great falling away — revealing 
the tares among the wheat — and the 
inception of the processes of threshing 
and winnowing — which are integral 


aspects of the analogy of the harvest 
season — have proved to be occurring 
simultaneously. 

The farmer knows that, after the 
wheat has been separated from the 
tares, it must be threshed and win- 
nowed. The grain must be separated 
from the husks and the resulting 
chaff blown away. This is a process 
through which the wheat must pass 
and it can only be carried out at harvest 
time. ‘The wheat must be beaten until 
the husks are broken and pulverized 
into dust, after which the winnowing 
leaves the grain clean and ready for 
use. This period of threshing is de- 
scribed and timed by Daniel in his 
12th chapter: 


“Many shall be purified, and made 
white, and tried; but the wicked shall do 
wickedly: and none of the wicked shall 
understand; but the wise shall under- 
stand.” (Dan. 12: 10.) 


For the wise it is a time when they 
must undergo the extreme trial of 
their faith, calling for all patience in 
waiting on their part. The testing is 
of such a nature that the wicked, hav- 
ing been separated from the righteous 
as tares are separated from the wheat, 
will not understand. Ferrar Fenton 
renders the reference to the “wise” 
as the “teachers” who will under- 
stand. 


The Winnowing 


The testings through tribulation 
constitute the threshing every over- 
comer must endure and in this the 
leading and restraint of the Holy 
Spirit is much in evidence. The Lord 
makes it plain, however, that the 
winnowing they will also experience 
is under His personal direction. In 
Revelation the Apostle John has re- 
corded the vision he beheld of the 
Lord reaping from a cloud, but the 
ingathering is here illustrated by the 
analogy of grape gathering rather 
than the wheat harvest: 


“And I looked, and behold a white 
cloud, and upon the cloud one sat like 
unto the Son of man, having on his head 
a golden crown, and in his hand a sharp 
sickle. And another angel came out of the 
temple, crying with a loud voice to him 
that sat on the cloud, Thrust in thy sickle, 
and reap: for the time is come for thee to 
reap; for the harvest of the earth is ripe. 
And he that sat on the cloud thrust in his 
sickle on the earth; and the earth was 
reaped.” (Rev. 14: 14-16.) 


As the record in Revelation goes 
on to state, this special reaping takes 
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(Continued from page 68) 

“Now the worst thing for the underdog is to give him some- 
thing material and the best thing is to uplift his spirit. He wants 
spiritual uplift, and I don’t mean organized religion. I just mean 
uplift of his spirit. He needs to feel wanted, useful, adventurous, 
excited, heroic; not well fed, warm, pensioned and protected. 

“The Communists understand this well. They offer something 
sounding idealistic as a goal and they demand all in its attain- 
ment. If you belong, you give, but in return you feel wanted. 
What do our politicians do? Ye gods! They vie with each other in 
promising medical benefits and coziness. What do they think we 
are? 

“Provide an ideal and an immediate, practical, difficult, 
unpleasant way of helping to attain it. So long as men feel needed, 
they won’t need anything else. It isn’t a question of material 
prosperity. It never has been. It is a question of the spirit of man.” 


To which we might add: How much more potent will be 
the force for good released when, to the spirit of man, or 
human spirit, is added the power of the Spirit of the living 
God! Certainly, a Divine dynamis alone will prove powerful 
enough to deliver mankind from a politico-economic world 
system based on materialistic foundations in diametric 
opposition to the basic principle of the Sermon on the 
Mount. 

Roger Lloyd has a final word to say which throws an 
illuminating light on some of the more puzzling aspects of 
this panoramic picture when he explains: 


“The most obvious example of a partially universal state, 
which firmly intends to become fully universal in the world 
today, is militant Communism. Toynbee understands how the 


logic of history made it inevitable and he is particularly interest- 
ing about why of necessity its soul and its drive were bound to be 
centered in Russia. But he is quite sure that the closer it 
approaches to success the nearer it stands to its doom. 

“Toynbee does not think that it will succeed precisely because 
it is tied to Marxism. Communism, by knotting itself into this 
Marxist heresy, deprives itself of any prospect of reconverting a 
privileged minority in the Western world to a social gospel of 
Christianity in an anti-Christian dress. But in the act of thus 
spiking its own guns, it has opened for Christianity a prospect of 
converting ex-Christian souls to the Christian Gospel in its 
integrity, including its social implications. 

“It is here that Toynbee sees our hope as over against Com- 
munism and here, too, in a wide conversion of souls everywhere 
to a Christianity unpetrified by tradition and true to its own 
Founder’s picture.” 

A famous theologian used to say that he observed in the 
relative “‘coldness” of the light of the sun in wintertime a 
symbol of Divine Wisdom (light without heat), whereas, 
by contrast, the ““‘warmth”’ of the sun in summer (heat plus 
light) symbolized Divine love. At the Vernal Equinox, as 
we witness once again the annual miracle of spring, let us 
pray that the Divine love and Divine wisdom may be 
conjoined in the hearts and minds of men. Indeed, of this 
desired conjunction it is written: “‘For as the earth bringeth 
Forth her bud, and as the garden causeth the thing that ts sown in it 
to spring forth, so the Lord God will cause righteousness [i.e., 
wisdom| and praise [i.e., love] to spring forth before all the 
nations.”’ (Isa. 61: 71.) 

May the Lord our God, in His long-suffering loving- 
kindness, hasten the dawning of that glad day. 
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THE APOCRYPHA 


HAT is the test of inspiration? 
In the instructions Cod gave 
Moses He said: 

“When a prophet speaketh in 
the name of the Lord, if the thing 
follow not, nor come to pass, that 
is the thing which the cool hath 
not spoken.” 

By this test Esdras’ writings are 
inspired. Already his remarkable 
prophecies pertaining to the activi- 
ties of two heads of the three- 


headed eagle have been fulfilled in 
detail in the rise and fall of Fas- 
cism and Nazism. The Communists 
are even now moving to fulfill the 
allotted part assigned to them un- 
der the symbolism of the remaining 
head. Thus Esdras (the Ezra of the 
Bible) clearly foresaw the destruc- 
tion of both the Nazi and Fascist 
governments and gives the results 
which will follow the evil aggres- 
sion of the Soviets. Here is in- 





formation which God told Esdras 
was to be given only to the wise 
among His people. 

You can read this and other 
remarkable prophecies in Esdras 
if you possess the Apocrypha, 
for First and Second Esdras are 
two books among the fourteen 
called the Apocrypha as listed be- 
low. All fourteen books were origi- 
nally bound between the Old and 


New Testaments. 
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s YoU READ Destiny it will be helpful to bear in 
mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 
the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 

the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms “‘Israel,”’ 
‘“Judah"’ and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: ‘‘The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim {another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.” 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks’’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times. 

It is natural that, in the presentation of facts at 
first thought so startling, the immediate effect of pro- 
claiming these new (yet not new) truths will bring 
opposition from some quarters where past beliefs are 
upset. But the evidence of racial movements through- 
out history, and the marks set forth by which the 
Israel of God was to be known in modern days, are so 
unmistakably clear that the failure to seriously con- 
sider the evidence will jeopardize the future welfare 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. For if the people of this race 
are the lineal descendants of the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom of Israel — and they are — there has been 
placed upon them today a responsibility they cannot 
escape. The failure to awaken to the knowledge of 
their identity and assume their responsibility as the 
people with whom God made His unalterable cove- 
nants, and upon whom He laid His law, will bring 
upon them inevitable national suffering and trouble. 

Were the opponents of the identity right in their 
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assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni- 
versally recognized that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are modern Israel, opponents of this truth who 
have succeeded in leading many astray, and hindered 
to that extent the national awakening and return to 
God in wholehearted acknowledgment of His sover- 
eigrty and obedience to His laws, will discover that 
He will not hold them guiltless. 

God is not a man that He should lie and He gave 
His promise that Israel (He did not say Judah) would 
never cease to be a nation before Him. He gave the 
continuity of the heavenly signs as a guarantee of this 
(Jer. 31: 35-36). The Jewish Chronicle says, ‘‘Find this 
people’ and Destiny points to the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples in whose history the prophecies of the 
Scriptures pertaining to the House of Israel are all 
being fulfilled today. 

Sometimes the objection is raised that, because we 
stress the Gospel of the Kingdom, we have failed to 
recognize the part personal salvation plays in the re- 
demptive plans of God. While Destiny Magazine does 
give specific attention to the Kingdom evangel, this is 
by no means an indication that the Gospel of Salva- 
tion is relegated to a lesser position. 

Of paramount importance to every individual is the 
necessity to become reconciled with God through His 
Son Jesus Christ. This is requisite to citizenship in the 
Kingdom of God and Destiny presents the vital spir- 
itual needs of every individual who strives to become 
an overcomer and attain the victor’s crown. That 
phase of the Gospel message is as essential to the indi- 
vidual as the Gospel of the Kingdom is to the nation, 
which proclaims the identity and responsibility of the 
nations of Israel today and the necessity for the resto- 
ration of the administration of the Law of the Lord 
as the law of the land.
